O NLY the cleanest 
vehicles will 
be able to use 
certain streets in 
Shoreditch during peak 
hours from next month, as 
part of a pioneering new 
scheme to reduce pollution 
for residents, businesses 
and pedestrians in the 
congested City Fringe area. 

The nine Ultra Low 
Emissions, or (ULEV), 
streets, the first of their 
kind in the capital, 
come into force on 
3 September. 

Petrol, diesel and all 
other vehicles emitting 
more than 75g/km of 
C02 will be banned 
from the streets between 
7am-10am and 4pm-7pm 
from Monday to Friday, 
reducing harmful emissions 
while people are travelling 
to work and school, and 
making it easier to walk 
and cycle in the area. 

The restrictions cover 
Rivington Street, Charlotte 
Road, Cowper Street, 

Singer Street, Tabernacle 
Street, Paul Street, Ravey 
Street, Willow Street and 
Blackall Street. 

The ULEV streets are 
being introduced by 
Hackney and Islington 
councils, with funding from 
the Mayor of London’s 
Air Quality Fund, and the 
Office for Low Emission 
Vehicles’ Go Ultra Low 
City Scheme. 

Deputy Mayor, Cllr 
Feryal Demirci, said: 
“Failing to act on poor 


air quality, which causes 
nearly 10,000 premature 
deaths across London every 
year, is not an option, and 
that’s why we’re being 
bolder than ever in our 
efforts to tackle it. 

“We’re thrilled to be 
launching our Ultra Low 
Emissions Streets-the 
first of their kind in the 
UK - which will reclaim 
the streets from polluting 
petrol and diesel vehicles, 
and improve the area for 
thousands of people 
every day.” 

Residents and businesses 


with addresses and existing 
parking permits or vehicles 
with associated off-street 
parking in the ULEV 
streets will be exempt from 
the restrictions. 

Non-permitted vehicles, 
including delivery vehicles, 
taxis and through traffic 
will not be exempt and 


will face a Penalty Charge 
Notice if they enter the 
streets during peak hours.

In Hackney the funding 
will create a youth work 


and mental health team to 
work with the borough’s 
most vulnerable and hard 
to reach young people. 

They will support them 
to access specialist mental 
health support, targeted 
youth work and positive 
activities to help divert 
them away from being 
drawn into crime. 

The team will also 
support staff and local 
projects to create a 
safer environment 
through methods 
such as mental health 
first aid, community 
guardianship and 
bystander interventions, 
which help people to 
understand how they can 


respond and intervene 
in potentially harmful 
situations. The project 
also aims to generate 
research and insight into 
how young people are 
groomed into sexual and 
criminal exploitation that 
will support with national 
programmes.

Selsea Place: More affordable 
homes for rent at development 

RESIDENTS living in new housing association homes in 
Dalston will save nearly £400 per month in rent after a 
Hackney Council grant to increase the amount of social 
housing being built in the borough was approved. 

Ten homes under construction in Selsea Place, originally 
earmarked for near market rent levels, will now be let at 
much lower social rents after Newlon Housing Trust was 
awarded £945,000 by the Council to make the change. 
The rent cut means the average rent for the properties 
will be around £820 per month, rather than £1,200. 

The grant is part of the £16 million Mayor of Hackney’s 
Housing Challenge fund - money made up of receipts 
from Council homes sold under the Government’s 
Right to Buy scheme - which is available to housing 
associations to help them build more homes for social 
or living rent. Seventeen new homes for social rent have 
so far been delivered through the programme - with 
millions in funding still available. 

Mayor of Hackney, Philip Glanville, said: “While I’m 
proud that Hackney is building thousands of new Council 
homes, it’s vital that housing associations and other 
providers play their part in responding to the housing 
crisis by building more social housing. 

“I’m delighted that Newlon are doing just that-and 
our funding will ensure that these homes in the heart 
of Dalston are at a genuinely affordable social rent for 
families most in need of somewhere to live.”

Project to tap energy reserves beneath borough’s parks 


PARKS and green spaces 
in Hackney could help 
to create green energy 
to heat nearby buildings, 
thanks to a ground¬ 
breaking project. 

The Council is joining 
forces with 10:10 
Climate Action and 
energy consultants Scene 
to explore whether 
underground and water 


heat pumps could be 
used to generate 
sustainable energy, which 
could be used to power 
nearby buildings. 

Heat pumps use 
electricity to concentrate 
low temperature heat 
stored in the ground, 
or bodies of water, and 
pump it through pipes into 
buildings for heating. 


While 43 per cent of 
residential buildings in 
Germany have heat pumps 
installed, the technology is 
rarely used in the UK. 

The project is funded by 
Nesta’s Rethinking Parks 
programme. The first 
phase, which will consider 
whether the scheme is 
feasible, is set to get under 
way later this year. 


If successful, the project 
will share learning with 
other parks authorities 
to allow them to roll out 
similar programmes. 

Cllr Jon Burke, Cabinet 
Member for Energy, 
Sustainability and 
Community Services, 
said: “As a Council, it’s 
important we take the lead 
in proactively reducing our 


reliance on fossil fuels, so 
I’m proud to be joining 
forces with experts in the 
field to investigate such an 
exciting initiative. 

“The Powering Parks 
project has the potential 
to help us unlock 
sustainable energy and 
save - or even generate 
- money for important 
council services.”

Sea Gals just keep swimming 


Six Hackney schoolgirls swam the English Channel, raising over £6,500 for charity

schoolgirls have 
become one of the 
youngest ever relay 
teams to swim across the 
English Channel. 

The six ‘Sea Gals’ were 
Amelie Noor and Eve 
Napier, both 13, from 
Mossbourne Victoria Park 
Academy; Lucy Sims, 

13, and Grace Radford, 

14, from Clapton Girls’ 
Academy; Ruby Greer, 14, 
from Hackney New School; 
and Sasha Vinnicombe, 13, 
from Morpeth Academy. 
They started their swim 
from Samphire Hoe beach, 
Dover, at 4.58am on 19 
July, which meant a lam 
start from Hackney. 

The group, who have so 
far raised over £6,500 for 
the charity Child Poverty 
Action Group, according 


to their JustGiving page, 
took it turns to swim for an 
hour alongside the ‘Viking 
Princess’ support boat 
before reaching the rocks 
of Cap Gris Nez, France, 

33 kilometres and 13 hours, 
23 minutes later. 

Their adventure began 
two years ago, when 
swimming coach Tim 
Denyer first proposed the 
idea of a charity swim across 
the English Channel to Eve 
and her mother Sarah. 

Since the Channel 
Swimming Association 
decree that cross-Channel 
swimmers cannot wear 
wetsuits, Eve and her 
five friends - at this point 
aged just 11 - embarked 
upon a two-year training 
programme that included 
cold-water swims across 
London reservoirs and 


ponds, and swim trials in 
London Fields Lido. They 
also competed in races at 
West Reservoir in Stoke 
Newington, where they beat 
adult triathletes. 

The group examined 
charts of the Channel and 
learnt about ebb and neap 
tides, sharks, jellyfish and 
container ships before 
finally readying themselves 
for the relay last month. 

Since their exact start time 
was dictated by the tides, 
the girls had to wait until 
the day before to discover, 
via text message, when 
they would be setting off. 


Some had to rush to secure 
permission to miss the 
following day at school. 

Lucy pushed off from the 
English shore just before 
5am. Her teammates 
and coach followed her 
on the ‘Viking Princess’, 
accompanied by a Channel 
Swimming Association 
observer who authenticated 
their swim. 

Each girl spent an hour 
swimming in the sea before 
climbing back into the boat 
and being replaced quickly 
in the water by a team mate. 
Should any of them spend 
less than a full hour in the 


water, the whole team 
would be disqualified. 

This was particularly 
concerning given that 
Amelie had her appendix 
removed five weeks before 
the swim, and had been 
barred from training for 
three weeks. When the 
date and time of the team’s 
attempt was announced, 
the longest stretch she had 
managed in the water had 
been 30 minutes. 

In the end, however, 
Amelie was the teammate 
to swim the final stretch 
and clamber onto rocky 
shoreline of Cap Gris Nez in 
France. The girls had battled 
sea sickness, exhaustion and 
even jellyfish, but they had 
made it. 

After the swim, Grace 
said: “I think the most 
challenging part was having 


to build up to getting in 
the water because there 
is so much pressure on 
you to getting in right and 
swimming for the full hour. 

“The best bit was 
spending the day with the 
team and supporting all of 
them. Completing the swim 
felt really amazing because 
we had worked so hard for 
that moment.” 

Ruby added: “It feels 
weird to have completed the 
swim because I don’t think 
it has sunk in yet. Part of 
me misses the Sunday trips 
up to Dover, while part of 
me is glad we completed it 
without disqualification.”

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H ACKNEY’S GCSE 
students didn’t 
let tougher exams 
and a new grading 
system get in their way of 
success, as schools across 
the borough celebrated 
excellent results. 

Provisional figures 
show that the percentage 
of students gaining both 
English and mathematics at 
grade 4 and 5 has increased 
from last year. 

Nearly 70 per cent of 
students achieved grade 
4 in both English and 
mathematics and nearly 
50 per cent gained grade 
5 in both subjects. These 
are well above last year’s 
national averages. 

This is the second year of 
changes designed to make 
GCSEs more challenging, 
with more weight on 
final exams, rather than 
coursework. This year also 
saw the expansion of the 
numerical grading system, 
with more than 20 subjects 
now marked in this way. 

While the old letters and 
numbers are not directly 
comparable, an eight is the 
equivalent of an old A*. 

At The Urswick School, 
E9, 64 per cent of students 
achieved five or more 
grades 9-4 (equivalent of 
A*-C). Among the highest 
performing students were 
Anh Vu, 16, who achieved 
9 s in combined science, 
maths and history. Grade 
9 s are awarded to students 
in the top 3 per cent of the 
country. Richard Brown, 
Headteacher said: “Our 
students worked hard 
and showed a great deal 
of resilience when taking 
anything up to 30 hours of 
different exam papers. 

“I am delighted with 
their successes.” 

Pupils at The 
Petchey Academy, E8, 
outperformed last year’s 
result in almost all areas, 
with 68 per cent achieving 
five or more GCSEs at 
grades 4 and above.

I TRIED sixth form 
college, but it was as if 
I was looking for the 
right subject, and none 
of the ones I found through 
conventional education 
was a good fit,” says 
restaurateur Tom Oldroyd, 
adding: “In the end I left by 
their recommendation.” 

Instead, Tom’s mum sent 
him to a local hotel, which 
the family had been going 
to every New Year’s Eve, to 
get himself a job. 

Tom recalls: “I remember 
being about seven or eight, 
walking in and falling in 
love with how magical it 
seemed. When I got a job 
there, at 17, everything fell 
into place. I loved it. 

“I started out as a 
breakfast waiter and 
worked my way up. I 
spent time as head of 
housekeeping, and my 
arms ached from putting 
up so many shower 
curtains. They sent me on 
a management course, I fell 
into events and organised 
weddings... It was as if I’d 
found my place.” 

Seven years later, 
however, Tom decided 
he wanted to broaden 
his horizons and went 
to university to study 
hospitality. There was 
a training restaurant 
attached to the course and 
he started working in the 
kitchen once a week. 

Tom laughs: “They 
would try to send me home 
after my shift ended, and 
I’d want to stay. As a kid 
I’d run home from school 
to watch ‘Ready Steady 
Cook’, but I hadn’t ever 
considered food as a 
career. From then on, 
though, I knew I wanted to 


give it a go.” 

So Tom moved to 
London to be closer to 
the restaurant scene and 
got a job at Alastair Little 


in Soho. For months, he 
did nothing except sleep 
and make pasta in a tiny 
basement kitchen. 

“But,” says Tom, “I 
loved it. I worked my way 
up to head chef in three 
years, then got a job at 
another Soho restaurant 
called Bocca di Lupo and 
had a crazy six months 
there before two guys 
who’d eaten at Alastair 
Little approached me. 

“They said they wanted 
to set up a restaurant

suddenly I had 100 chefs 
under me. 

“It was the most amazing 
experience. A lot of fun. 

But it kept me on my toes. 
There was no time off, 
none at all. And it got to 
a point where I was burnt 
out. I took a year out, and 
slept for most of it. Then I 
got engaged, and started to 
think about what I really 
wanted to do. It was to 
start my own restaurant.” 

So in 2015, Tom 
opened OLDROYD on 
Upper Street in Islington. 
Three years later, when 
the opportunity arose 
to take over the Duke of 
Richmond pub in his home 
turf of Hackney, it seemed 
too good to turn down. 

Tom says: “We serve 
French-inspired food, 
using British, seasonal 
ingredients. We work 
with local businesses, like 
Dalston’s 40ft brewery. 

“My fiancee, Meryl, 
oversaw the interior design 
of the pub, and we have a 
baby who’s already behind 
the bar. 

“In a way, all my 
experience has come 
together at the Duke. I 
can pop in and out of the 
kitchen, and use all of 
my restaurant experience 
there. I can delve in and 
out of front-of-house, too. 
If I hadn’t had gone to 
work in the hotel at 17,1 
would never have had the 
experience to bring to bear 
on that.” 

So what would Tom be 
doing if he’d ploughed on 
with college as a teen? 

He says: “I’m not sure. 

I wanted to become a 
primary school teacher, 
like my mum. That would 
probably have been a lot of 
fun too. But right now... 

It’s the dream, really. Who 
wouldn’t want to work an 
eight-minute stroll away, at 
their local?”

serving small plates of 
Venetian food and they 
needed a chef. I said ‘yes’, 
they signed a premises the 
same day and the roller 
coaster began.” 

The three of them 
started with a restaurant 


called Polpo, then opened 
Polpetto a year or so later, 
and then Spuntino. Within 
just five years they’d 
opened nine restaurants. 

Tom says: “I had only 
been working in a proper 
kitchen for a few years and

FEATHERS, sequins, booming 
beats and deft dance routines by 
over 1,000 performers will take 
the borough’s streets by storm 
on Sunday, 9 September, with the 
return of Hackney Carnival.

Join in the fun 


T HERE’S lots of ways that 
people can participate 
in this year’s Hackney 
Carnival, the most 
important being to cheer on 
the parade and get involved in 
celebrations across the borough. 

Spectators can line the 
route from 1.30pm when the 
procession is due to start from 
the bridge over Regent’s Canal in 


Queensbridge Road. It will then 
make its way north, turning right 
onto Richmond Road, and then 
left along Mare Street towards 
Hackney Town Hall, where the 
carnival judging point will be. 

This is where the parade groups 
make an extra special effort to 
shine. The parade then heads up 
Amhurst Road, down Dalston 
Lane, and finishes back at the 


junction between Queensbridge 
and Richmond Road at about 
5pm (See map below). 

Local young people are also 
getting involved by helping to 
produce a live stream of the 
90-minute procession as it 
moves past the judging point - 
on the Hackney Live platform - 
for a world wide web audience. 

Throughout the summer, there 


have also been carnival-themed 
workshops for residents to make 
decorations and costumes for 
the event, including St Joseph’s 
Hospice and the Hackney 
Caribbean Elders Association. 

The event’s Creative Director, 
Pax Nindi (pictured above), 
said: “There is no doubt that 
Hackney Carnival has become

THE HISTORY OF CARNIVAL 
IN HACKNEY 


Carnival in Hackney dates back to the early 
1970s, with the first ever one believed to be the 
Street Carnival Theatre in De Beauvoir, organised 
by African and Caribbean community centre 
Centerprise in 1973. The current carnival format 
dates from 2008, when 15 bands came together 
with Hackney Council, facilitated by Pax Nindi, to 
develop Hackney One Carnival to mark the 2012 
Games. By 2016, the annual event had simplified 
its name to Hackney Carnival. 

The Council sets aside a budget to support local 
carnival groups to produce their costumes. The 
groups also meet four times a year to feedback 
on the event and input into its direction. After the 
main event in September, there is a ceremony 
to announce the winners of various fiercely 
contested Hackney Carnival awards and to 
celebrate the achievements of local groups. 


In some cultures, carnival was 
the last chance for people 
to eat well before religious 
fasting. Today this tradition 
means there are often plentiful 
food stalls at carnival, offering 
a chance for people to taste 
fare from around the world. 
Hackney Carnival is no 
different, and Ridley Road will 
have loads of stalls, so tuck in.

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WHAT IS CARNIVAL? 


The origin of the word carnival comes from the Italian ‘carnevale’ 
derived from the Latin carnem (meat) and levare (remove). It is a 
traditional Christian celebration which marks the beginning of Lent, 
the period of 40 days before Easter during which no meat is eaten. 


Generally carnival is a public celebration, typically held outdoors 
and involving stalls, entertainment, and processions. There are 
many different types of carnival, celebrated in different styles and at 
different times of the year in countries across the world, including 
the Caribbean, Latin America and most of Europe. 

Hackney Carnival is special because it is created by the local 
community, blending the multicultural styles of carnival together in 
one big celebration of Hackney. 


THE COSTUMES 


THE DANCING 

A Senegalese lion man will 
stalk the carnival procession in 
a traditional dance from West 
Africa, while bells peal out from 
the shoes of a Bolivian band as 
they dance in time. There will also 
be choreographed routines to the 
latest Rihanna hits and the chance 
for audiences to dance the day 
away at seven sound systems and 
a live music stage. 


From handmade tie-dye tops to gloriously 
feathered headdresses, carnival has a 
wide variety of costumes representing 
cultures and countries from across the 
world. See if you can spot African prints 
from Ghana or the brightly coloured 
feathered headdresses of Caribbean and 
Latin American groups. 


THE MUSIC 

Music is an integral part of the carnival experience. It’s 
a chance for all different styles to mix together. There 
will be samba beats, RnB, steel-pan bands, traditional 
African drumming - and that’s just the music of the 
procession. Don’t miss out on the seven sound systems 
and live music stage.
